In  place  of  an  open  rear  yard  within  the 
view  of  everyone,  you  should  plan  a  private 
outdoor  living  room.  Here  you  can  enjoy  the

The  informal  living  room  may  be  described  as  a  little  park  where  no  definite,  regular  shape  or  pattern  is  followed. 
Boundary  lines  would  be  planted  along  graceful  curves.  Plantings  would  be  of  varying  heights  to  gain  a  feeling  of  freedom 
and  organized  irregularity  so  charming  to  the  informal  treatment. 

When  the  area  available  for  an  outdoor  living  room  is  small,  a  formal  treatment  is  often  desirable.  Such  an  area 
might  well  be  developed  adjacent  to  the  living  room  and  sun  porch,  making  the  boundaries  an  extension  of  the  house  lines.

To  Your  Home  Grounds 


The  interest  and  individuality  of  the 
Rock  Garden  is  seldom  found  in  any  other 
type  of  planting.  These  fascinating  gar¬ 
dens  were  practically  unknown  ten  years 
ago  but  today  they  are  being  built  not  only 
on  large  estates  but  in  the  yards  of  small 
city  and  suburban  homes  as  well.  Every 
home  landscape  can  have  a  rock  garden. 
Whether  large  or  small  it  is  a  beauty  spot. 


How  to  Build  the  Rock  Garden 


The  Rock  Garden  is  set  off  to  best  ad¬ 
vantage  when  it  has  a  background  of 
shrubbery  or  shrubbery  and  evergreens. 

For  this  reason  it  is  often  best  located  in 
the  rear  corner  of  the  lot  or  against  the 
side  shrubbery  border.  So  located  it  does 
not  break  up  the  lawn  area.  The  smaller 
Rock  Garden  has  a  pleasing  outline  if 
made  in  an  oval  or  kidney  shape.  In  lar¬ 
ger  gardens  the  naturalistic  effect  striven 
for  demands  curving  outlines.  If  the  Rock 
Garden  is  built  where  there  is  no  natural 
slope  it  should  be  mounded  up  to  present  a 
gradual  slope  toward  the  front  and  sides. 

The  rear  may  be  fairly  steep  supported  by  quite  a  few 
rocks.  A  height  of  about  three  and  one-half  feet  for  a 
small  garden  is  sufficient.  The  Rock  may  be  of  any  avail¬ 
able  boulders  or  the  sponge-like  lime  rock  so  much  used 
is  very  satisfactory.  Use  good  garden  soil  to  create  the 
mound  and  set  the  stones  firmly  into  the  soil,  sinking 
them  in  about  one-half  their  depth.  Use  stone  of  good 
size — those  less  than  eight  inches  across  are  meaningless. 
Don’t  set  them  too  close  together.  The  rock  garden  is

not  for  a  display  of  rocks  but  to  create  a  suitable  growing 
place  for  rockery  plants. 

Plan  to  set  your  plants  in  groups  having  three  or  more 
of  a  kind  together  with  here  and  there  a  taller  plant  to 
give  accent. 

An  occasional  evergreen  such  as  a  Mugho  Pine,  Trailing 
Juniper,  Savin  Juniper  or  Red  Cedar  will  add  materially 
in  attractiveness.  See  page  16  for  special  low  price  rock 
garden  evergreen  group.

The  Planting  Plan.  Our  Landscape  Department  is 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  helping  those  who  desire  to 
beautify  their  grounds  and  do  not  feel  that  they  are  com¬ 
petent  to  carry  on  the  designing  of  the  planting  themselves. 
Though  most  people  have  a  general  knowledge  of  plants, 
it  is  but  natural  that  men  who  have  made  a  life  study  of 
plant  materials  and  the  theory  and  practice  of  landscape 
design,  should  be  better  able  to  use  these  materials  in  such 
a  way  that  the  most  beautiful  effects  will  be  accomplished 
at  the  least  cost. 

To  those  residing  in  the  Twin  Cities  and  its  environs, 
we  are  glad  to  extend  this  landscape  service  without  charge. 
Your  request  of  our  Landscape  Department  that  they  give 
you  assistance  will  bring  one  of  our  landscape  architects 
to  your  home  at  an  appointed  time. 

Doubtless  you  will  have  certain  ideas  regarding  the  de¬ 
signing,  and  in  talking  the  matter  over  with  you  when  he 
calls,  our  landscape  architect  will  be  better  able  to  design 
satisfactorily  for  you.  During  this  call  he  is  glad  to  give 
grading  suggestions  and  advice  upon  the  placement  of 
walks,  drives  and  so  forth  if  the  property  is  new.  Obtain¬ 
ing  the  required  measurements  of  the  property,  upon  re¬ 
turning  to  the  office  he  prepares  a  plan  for  your  considera¬ 
tion  unless  the  planting  contemplated  is  a  small  one,  in 
which  case  the  landscape  architect  prepares  a  small,  free 
hand  sketch  and  estimate  during  his  call. 

This  plan  is  drawn  to  scale  and  is  complete  in  every 
detail  showing  just  where  to  place  the  trees,  evergreens, 
shrubs  and  flowers  recommended,  with  an  itemized  list  of 
plants  having  key  numbers  corresponding  with  those  on 
the  plan.  The  plan  is  then  presented  for  consideration, 
and  such  changes,  if  any,  as  are  required  by  the  home 
owner,  are  gladly  made. 

During  the  winter  is  a  good  time  to  plan  and  we  suggest 
that  if  you  contemplate  doing  some  planting  you  do  not 
put  off  doing  the  planning  until  the  actual  planting  time 
arrives,  but  rather  get  to  it  early.  By  so  doing  you  will 
have  ample  time  to  give  careful  thought  and  consideration 
to  what  is  to  be  done.  The  snow  being  on  the  ground  is  no 
hindrance  to  the  planning  and  our  landscape  department 
would  welcome  a  call  at  any  time  to  help. 


Planting  the  Nursery  Stock.  Many  people  prefer  to 
do  their  own  planting,  and  in  such  cases  we  make  the 
carrying  out  of  the  plan  as  easy  as  possible  by  explaining 
how  to  follow  the  plan  and  how  to  plant.  Our  planting 
booklet  tells  in  simple  words  just  how  to  plant.  However 
should  you  desire  that  the  planting  be  done  for  you,  our 
experienced  gardeners  will  do  it.  A  charge  is  made  for 
this  planting  service  generally  on  a  percentage  basis, 
though  on  certain  work  it  is  most  practical  to  figure  on  a 
time  basis. 

Black  soil,  if,  and  as  needed,  is  charged  for  additional  as 
is  also  the  carting  away  of  any  debris. 

Entire  Planting  Need  Not  All  be  Done  at  Once. 

Though  it  is  well  to  do  so  if  convenient,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  complete  the  entire  planting  as  shown  on  the  plan  in 
one  year.  If  you  so  desire  the  actual  planting  can  be  done 
gradually  from  year  to  year.  By  having  a  properly  de¬ 
signed  planting  plan  of  the  entire  grounds  however,  as  the 
planting  is  carried  out  from  time  to  time,  each  part  that  is 
planted  thus  successively,  has  its  proper  place  in  the 
general  design,  and  when  the  whole  is  completed  the  effect 
is  that  of  nice  unity. 

To  Those  Living  Some  Distance  from  the  Twin 
Cities.  Our  Landscape  Department  will  be  glad  to  pre¬ 
pare  plans  for  those  living  away  from  the  cities,  if  they 
will  send  us  such  information  as  is  necessary  in  order  to 
definitely  understand  the  situation. 

In  order  to  do  this  a  rough  sketch  showing  the  size  of 
the  property,  the  location  of  the  house  on  the  grounds,  an 
outline  of  the  foundation  of  the  house,  the  location  of  such 
permanent  features  as  the  garage,  walks,  drives  and  trees, 
is  required.  Measurements  should  be  given  from  point  to 
point  so  we  may  know  how  far  the  house  sets  back  from  the 
front  property  line  and  how  far  from  one  side,  etc.  We 
should  know  the  width  and  depth  of  the  house  and  any 
off-sets.  If  the  measurements  are  accompanied  by  several 
snap-shots  taken  of  the  property,  they  will  be  a  great  help. 
A  letter  giving  us  such  ideas  as  may  have  occurred  to  the 
home  owner  with  regard  to  how  the  development  should  be 

carried  out,  will  be  helpful.  With  the 
foregoing  information  our  Landscape 
Department  will  be  able  to  prepare  a 
worth  while  plan.

Our  plants 
are  grown  in  the  open  nursery  rows  where  they  have  been 
given  ample  room  for  both  root  and  top  development. 

PLANTING  THE  HEDGE 

When  Buckthorn,  Cotoneaster  and  Caragana  are  used, 
plant  8  to  10  inches  apart  in  a  single  row,  or  if  a  very  heavy 
hedge  is  wanted  plant  12  inches  apart  in  a  double  row 
planting  rows  6  to  8  inches  apart  plants  staggered. 

The  remainder  of  the  plants  listed  on  this  page  should 
be  planted  one  foot  apart  in  a  single  row. 

Do  not  fail  to  trim  every  plant  immediately  after 
planting  to  at  least  one-half  its  original  size.  Leaving  only 
the  lower  one-fourth  would  be  still  better.  The  secret  of 
securing  a  dense  hedge  is  to  cause  the  plants  to  branch 
out  near  the  ground  by  trimming  as  advised  above. 

BARBERRY,  JAPANESE  or  THUNBERG’S.  (Berberis 
Thunbergi).

Then  pack  in  shallow  boxes  and  place  for  the  winter  in  a 
cool  dry  cellar  where  the  temperature  will  not  go  below 
freezing.

The  Peony  rivals  the  rose  in  beauty  and  we  are  fortunate 
indeed  that  nowhere  does  the  peony  grow  finer  than  in 
the  severe  climate  of  our  section.

Peony  roots  resent  coming  into  direct  contact 
with  most  manures  but  a  little  bone  meal  and  hard  wood 
ashes  worked  into  the  top  soil  will  aid  materially.

Water  thoroughly  to  firmly 
settle  soil. 

3rd.  Trim  plant  to  about  7  or  8  inches  in  height 
as  picture  shows. 

4th.  Cover  entire  top  of  the  plant  with  a  mound 
of  loose  soil  about  9  inches  high. 

5th.  In  about  two  weeks  pull  a  little  of  the  loose 
soil  away  to  observe  if  buds  are  bursting  open. 
If  buds  are  opening,  carefully  pull  away  the  mound 
of  loose  soil.  If  buds  are  still  dormant  leave  the 
mound  of  soil  until  buds  are  observed  to  burst 
open,  then  remove  mound.
